Hazard, Carr Creek Victorious 
In Opening Round Of Regional 


The Carr Creek Indians and] 
Hazard Bulldogs scored im- 
pressive wins over Whitesburg 
and Powell County in last 
night’s opening rounds of the 
14th. Regional Tournament in 
Hazard’s spacious Memorial 
Gym. 


In the opening game of the 
tourney, Carr Creek’s amazing 
Indians put on a shooting ex- 
hibition for over 3000 fans as 
they soundly defeatec last 
year’s regional champion 
Whitesourg Yellowjackets by 
yan 82-54 score, 


The Indians led all the way 
after George Frances hit a 
crip and free throw to give 
them a 3-0 lead in the opening 
seconds of play- 


With a minute and a halt re- 
maining in the first period, 
Coach Johnson’s boys enjoyed 
a nine point lead, i8-9. 
They began to play a slow 
type ball and Whitesburg hit 
for six points while the In- 
dians went scoreless to make 
the quartertime score 18-15, 
Carr Creek. 


Whitesburg came within 
one point of the Indians as 
Sexton hit a push shot with

quarter. Carr Creek stepped 
back out in the lead and by 
halftime the score read: Carr 
Creek 36, Whitesburg 30. 

The Indians turned on the 
steam in the third quarter and 
started tipping and hooking 
over the smaller boys. During 
this period they scored 30 
points to Whitesburg’s 14. 
Score at the end of the quar- 
ter 68-44, Carr Creek. 

Toward the end of the 
fourth quarter Carr Creek had 
increased its lead to thirty 
points—81-51. Whitaker hit a 
crip and Tolliver a set shot for 
Whitesburg and Amburgey 
sank a foul shot for Carr 
Creek as the scoring ended. 
Carr Creek 82, Whitesburg 54. 

Leading the scoring for both 
teams, Carr Creek’s Sam 
Smith hit for 11 field goals and 
five free throws for a 27 point 
total. His teammate, George 
Frances, followed close behind 
with 26. Tolliver was high 
for Whitesburg with 18. 

Hazard’s high scoring Bull- 
dogs pulled a surprise to rate 
with that of the Carr Creek 
victory as they downed a high- 
ly rated Powell County five 
77-54. 

The first half between these 
two teams was similar to that 
of the Carr Creek-Whitesburg 
game in that neither team was 
too far ahead of the other in 
scoring: 

The Bulldogs led at the end 
of the first quarter 16-12, 
and went to their dressimy 
room at halftime with a 38-30 
score. 

Led by Roscoe Shacklefcrd 
and John Bowling in the 
third quarter, the Bulldogs 
built their lead up to 60-48 by 
the end of the quarter. 

Powell County cut the lead 
to ten points early in the 
fourth quarter but ran out of 
steam as Hazard continued to 
run them all over the floor. 
The Bulldogs scored 17 points 
to the Pirates’ six during this 
period to make the final score 





77-54, Hazard. 

Dick Keffer led the scoring 
with 27 points on ten fieid 
goals and seven free throws. 
Shackleford was second high 
with 18. Hurst, of Powell 
County, hit for 14 and Nelson 
White had 14. 

Attendance at the game was 
given as 6313, the largest 
crowd to ever witness a 14th. 
Regional opener. 

Two winners of last night’s 
games will meet in a semi- 
final match Friday night.

and Mrs. Creed McFall, of 
Whitaker, was killed instantly 
Sunday morning when the car 
in which he was riding left 
the highway and hit an em- 
bankment at Boldman, in Pike 
County: 

An employee of the Denison 
Engineering Company in 
Columbus, Ohio, for the past 
two years, Jesse, along with 
his brother, Hillard, was on his 
way home to visit his folks.

Time of the accident was 
given as 6:30 o’clock Sunday 
morning.

City Gives Plans 
For Sewage Plant 


The City Council of Whites- 
burg started the ball rolling 
toward a new sewage disposal 
plant for the city Tuesday 
night. 

Realizing that action must 
be taken quickly on the plant, 
in view of the fact that 
Whitesburg is to have a new 
hospital soon, the Council de- 
clared itself open to hear rep- 
resentatives of various engi- 
neering companies. : 

City Clerk Earl Day was 
instructed to notify some ac- 
credited engineering com- 
panies and asked that repres- 
entatives of such companies 
set a date to appear before 
the Council, which is willing 
to hold special meetings any- 
time the representatives de- 
cide to come to town. 

First move toward the act- 
ual construction of the sew- 
age plant will be a prelimi- 
nary survey by an accepted 
engineer. After the survey 
and a cost estimate, bonds 
will be floated for the project. 


Sidewalks and streets re- 
ceived a major share of atten- 
tion at Tuesday night’s meet- 
ing of the Whitesburg City 
Council, 

First problem discussed on 
the agenda was the need of 
widening the sidewalk on 
Bentley Avenue, which runs 
from the Craft Funeral Home 
to Lee Adams’.

A committee was appointed 
to look into the situation. The 
committee was also instruct- 
ed to look into all city side- 
walks needing repair. A list 
of sidewalks in bad need of 
repair had been handed to the 
Mayor at the beginning of the 
meeting. 

The traffic situation, espe- 
cially the blocking of city 
streets by large trucks unload- 
ing merchandise at Mam 
Street business houses re- 
ceived a good portion of the 
three hours the Council was 
in session- 

A suggestion discussed was 
designating loading zones on 
each side of the street at hours 
when large trucks usually un- 
load their produce. In such 
zones the parking meter heads 
would be covered and only the 
trucks wishing to unload 
| would be allowed in the zone. 

It was also suggested that 
a parking meter on each side 
of the street be covered on 
Saturday and designated for 
use by taxies and autos load 
ing groceries from various 
stores along Main Street. 





Such a move would prevent 
the double parking and traffic 
hold ups which occur along 
Main Street on busy days. 

The traffic bottleneck at the 
alley between Day’s Grocery 
and the Bank building offer- 
ed major concern for the 
Council since the only solu- 
tion is knocking off a curb and 
using the low sidewalk as part 
of the alley, thus widening 
the road enough to allow two 
vehicles to pass. Large trucks 
parking in the alley to unload 
have always been a pain to 
traffic policemen. 

Taxi driver Charlie Blair 
came before the Council and 
asked that the city bridge over 
the Kentucky river between 
the Southern Hotel and the 
railroad be allotted for exclu- 
sive parking use by City taxi 
cabs . - . and all cabs be forced 
to use the bridge when park- 
ing in town. 

The bridge has been set off 
for taxi parking in the past but 
some taxies have stayed to 
other parking spaces about 
town and there is no law pre- 
venting their doing so as long 
as they feed the meters. 

Mr. Blair, representing a 
majority of the city’s taxi 
drivers, said that the taxi 
drivers preferred the bridge 
but in fairness to all every city 
taxi should have to stay on the 
bridge when parked in the 
city. 

City Attorney LeRoy Fields 
was instructed to draw up an 
ordinance to set, aside the 
bridge as taxi parking space. 
The ordinance, which will be 
presented at the next council 
meeting, would do away with 
all previous ordinances con- 
cerning taxi parking in the 
city. 

Continuing his business as 
representative of the taxi 
drivers, Mr. Blair asked the 
city what it intended to do 
about the money it collected 
for taxi licenses from 1947 
through 1950 when it had no 
legal right to issue such li- 
censes. 

Mayor Banks and council- 
men present answered by say- 
ing they were much concerned 
with the question and they 
didn’t see how the city could 
repay the money immediately 
if forced to. 

“However,” Mayor Banks

Income Tax Facts 


In less than 40 years since 
the beginning of the individual 
income tax, the number of 
Kentucky people sending in 
Federal income tax returns 
jumped from 3,706 to 722,472, 
it was disclosed today by 
Donald F. Nemitz, Secretary 
of the Kentucky Tax Research 
Association. 

“This is just one more indi- 
cation that nobody escapes 
taxes,” said Nemitz. “The few 
families which aren’t hit by 
the individual income tax are 
rapped just as hard or harder 
by other taxes, many of them 
hidden. Even the corporate 
income tax is passed on to 
some extent to the consumer 
because that’s what the conp- 
orations have to do to stay in 
business. Citizens of Kentuc- 
ky must pay $840,600,00 as our 
share of the tax burden in fis- 
cal 1953.” 

Saying it is “no wonder” 
that taxpayers the country 
over are complaining bitterly 
about the burden of taxation, 
Nemitz pointed out that since 


passed in 1913, the minimum 
rate of the individual income

tax has jumped from 1 to 22.2: 


percent, while the maximum 
rate has gone from 7 percent 
to 92 percent. 

The number of individuals | 
in the U. S. subject to income 
taxes has risen from less than 
400,000 to 55 million. 

“In the next fiscal year, the 
Federal government will take 
from its citizens the fantastic 
sum of $71 billion”, said 
Nemitz. “Between the pres- 
ent and next fiscal years, Fed- 
era] tax receipts wil increase 
by $49 for every man, woman 
ab child in the country. On 
a per capita basis, the Federal 
government will soon be col- 
lecting $472 for every person 
in the nation.”

PEAS—Although the Febru- 
ary pea planters no doubt have 
planted their Alaskas and 
Radios, the time has come 
(and lasting until about Aprli 
10) for planting some wrinkle- 
seeded sorts, the green and 
sweet-flavored kinds that 
freeze well and can well. 
Alaskas are too starchy to 
make a fine product either 
way, but they are early, radio 
is slightly better, but as it is a 


rapid grower, it can make its 


crop before the hot weather 
of May starts, if planted in late 
March. The wrinkle-seeded 
sorts are a bit more delicate, 
and should go in only after 
actual soil freezing is past. 

Varieties are Laxton (or any 
crop before May’s hot weather 
comes, and to help them do it, 
derivative) and Wando. 

All peas must make their 
the soil should be fertile, high 
in phosphorus, as in the gen- 
eral fertilizing schemes out- 
lined here several weeks ago.

Child Welfare 


The Child Welfare Division 
officers protective services 
through its child welfare work- 
ers to children in their own 
homes, and in foster homes, 
and the Division also has 
power to make adoption place- 
ments. Child Welfare offers 
no direct money grants, and 
in this way differs from Aid 
to Dependent Children, which 
is a money grant plant under 
the Public Assistance Divi- 
sion. The emphasis of all 
these rights for their children. 
activities of the Child Welfare 
Division is on the importance 
of the home to the child. 


We all know that there are 
certain rights which ought to 
belong to every child. He 
should have the right to grow 
up with his own mother and 
father in a home where he is 
wanted and loved. He has a 
right to be respected as an in- 
dividual in a free society, and 
to know what society will ex- 
pect of him. He has a right 
to be with other children, act 
like them, and be happy. 

The hom eis the place for 
this security to be achieved, 
and the place to develop the 
child to mental and emotional 
maturity. 


| 
But many adults, for many 


reasons, are unable to realize 
Some are physically ill, some 
are mentally ill. Some, be- 
cause they are unable them- 
selves to face the problems of 
life, abandon their children, 
some die. 


And so there may develop 
in the community certain situ- 
ations in which it is clear that 
the child is not receivng from 
his own home all of his needs. 
And if this lack in the home 
reaches a certain point, the 
community, to protect itself 
and the child, must step in and 
try to alleviate the situation.
